The special road law enacted b y 
the last genera' assemb ly is of vast 
importance to Sedalia and the sec­ 
tion of the county lying in a dis­ 
trict six miles square surrounding 
this city, as it affords the means for 
providing good roa l. if voters de 
cide to adopt its pr|)visions. It was 
adopted to apply to progressive lo­ 
calities that desire to b uild good 
roads. 
Briefly stated, this is a law jiro- 
viding for special road districts 
composed of territory not exceed­ 
ing six miles square and in which is 
located a tow^n or city of the third 
or fourth class. 
The law provides that when such 
special district is organized 
the 
mayor and memb ers of the city 
council, together with the memb ers 
of the county court, shall appoint 
three road commissioners who shall 
have charge of the roads in such 
j 
special district. 
Said commission­ 
ers shall serve without compensa­ 
tion, b ut their actual necessary ex­ 
penses shall b e paid to them. 
Such b oard shall b e placed in 
charge of all of the tools and m a­ 
chinery used for working the roads 
in the several districts out of which 
the special district has b een formed, 
and shall have sole, exclusive and 
entire control and jurisdiction over 
the highways within such district 
and may work, grade and improve 
such roads and b uy all necessary 
machinery for so doing, or may let 
the work on such roads b y contract 
and may extend any improved road 
five miles b eyond the district line 
if the tax-payers along such exten­ 
sion so desire. 
The funds for doing this work 
are provided from the following 
sources: 
A tax of not less than 10 cents 
nor more than 20 cents on the hun­ 
dred dollars valuation on all the 
property within such district. 
One-half of all the county license 
derived from dramshops or pool 
and b illiard tab les within such spe­ 
cial district. 
One-fourth of all the dramshop 
and pool and b illiard licenses col­ 
lected b y any city within such dis­ 
trict. 
A poll tax of two dollars and 
fifty cents upon every male citizen 
over the age of 21 years and under 
the age of 60 residing in such dis­ 
trict outside of the incorporated 
town or city. 
This law shall take effect and b e 
in force only in such prescrib ed 
territory as shall adopt the same b y 
a majority of the qualified voters 
who shall vote for or against its 
adoption at a general or special 
election. 
Whenever fifty qualified voters 
who are resident taxpayers withm 
such proposed district shall file a 
petition with the county court ask­ 
ing for the same, the court shall 
sub mit the question to b e decided 
at the next general election or at a 
special election for that purpose. 
The large receipts from taxes on 
the property within a district com­ 
posed of the city of Sedalia and the 
territory six miles square and the 
large sums that would b e received 
under the provisions of this 
law 
from the city and county licenses 
collected in Sedalia, would consti­ 
tute a magnificent road fund for 
such a district— enough not only to 
keep the roads in good repair, b ut 
to gradually macadamize them. 
The assessed valuation of the city
